ICKES CALL FOR SPEED 
T 
Wil slowness with which public works projects under the pub­ 
lic works program are getting under way bas been a dis­ 
couraging feature in connection with the national governm ent’s 
recfivery plans. 


But this condition is to be corrected quickly, it Secretary 
Ickes has his way. 
Immediate employment has been called for 
by the administrator of the S.^,300,000,000 federal fund set 
aside for creating jobs. 
Serving notice that no unnecessary de­ 
lay would be permitted, Secretary Ickes announced that he 
wants idle men “ moved swiftly from relief to payrolls.” 


I'his policy should have been adopted at the start. 
1'here 
has been too much delay in beginning actual construction on 
projects. 
Some delay, of course, was inevitable as projects had 
to be recommended and approved and then bids advertised for. 
The administrator indicates now, hou^ver, that “ immediate 
em ploym ent” is to be an important consideration in approv­ 
ing projects. 


“ It is not sufficient,” he said, “ that projects submitted must 
have permanent social benefit and qualify under the announced 
policies of the public works administration. 
The possibility of 
furnishing immediate employment is an essential for 
projects 
submitted to us for consideration.” 


Projects, he declared, would be examined for approval 
“ from this point of view” in making allotment of funds. 
In attempting to speed up the beginning of construction 
w'ork, the administrator is striking an important blow at unem­ 
ployment. 
The money available for projects is serving no use­ 
ful purpose lying in the banks. 
Not until it gets in the pay en­ 
velopes of workers will it be of help to the recovery program.

1 iHild In my hands a spray of 
pine, tom as I passed th at way frcwna 
a little living tree. And I marvel as

of this twig, these scores of needles, 
this soft yellow flower th at is hidden 
at the center of the cluster.

twig Is rough and sturdy, gray on 
one side, a soft pinkish brown on the 
other. 
The needles, no more than 
two inches long, are a bright and 
glistening green. I shake the spray 
of pine and a yellow cloud of pollen 
falls away and drifts through the 
air to the ground and is touched 
lightly by a puff of wind and flows 
vaguely away. In the spring, in the 
high mountains th at pollen falls into 
the running water and is carried 
down to all the little lakes and all 
the shores are yellow with the magic 
stuff. 
But I look again at the needles of 
the pine and examine them closely. 
They are narrow and sharp, three- 
sided like a French bayonet and to 
my crude eye they seem smooth as 
marble. . . . But I have read th at 
there are scores of tiny “breathing 
holes” in the needle of the pine and 
were I able to shrink myself so small 
that I could become but a fiftieth as 
tall as the thickness of this page, I 
might lower myself into one of those 
holes and be in the presence of many 
wonders. . . . I would be in enor­ 
mous spaces, groping through a dim 
green light. The floors would move 
and pulse beneath my feet, the walls 
of the great factory where the. leaf

dioxide into food for the tree—they, 
too. would sway and move before my 
eyes. I should see wisps of gas mov­ 
ing regularly through the hallways, 
streams of protoplasm would move 
past me. 
I’d see machines making 
resin; sugar and starch and water 
and proteins w'ould pass me by. And 
WTth a gas mask on my head I would 
drop into a tunnel where a river of 
sugar solution flows to the base of 
the twig. . . . Down, dow'n I should 
go in the cool, sweet darkness of the 
! tree, for days and days, across conti­ 
nents—remembering, alw’ays, ray tiny 
sisse—and come at last to a place of 
rushing waters where the trem en­ 
dous root system of the tree ravages 
the earth of moisture. 
And when I rose again to the sur­ 
face and climbed through a “breath­ 
ing hole” and resumed my normal 
size again I would be filled with won­ 
der and awe and such a deep respect 
for a living tree th at I would not be 
able to put my emotions into words.

IS CRIME DECLINING? 
An encouraging development in connection with the crime situa­ 
tion in the United States is contained in a report by the departm ent of 
commerce dealing with the number of persons committed to penal in ­ 
stitutions last year. 
The figures, received from 44 states and the District of Columbia 
and covering 99 state prisons and reformatories, seven federal prisons 
and six federal prison camps, show the first decline in the number of 
commitments since the annual census of prisons was begun in 1926. 
A 
total of 66,384 persons were committed last year as against 69,483 the 
previous year. 
This was a decline of 4.5 per cent. 
Between 1930 and 
1931, there was an increase of 9 per cent, which makes the figures for 
last year all the more impre.ssive. 
Officials clothed with the pardoning power continued to make lib­ 
eral use of it last year notwithstanding the criticism that has been aimed 
at the exercise of such clemency as a factor in the increase of crime 
Of the total of 71,014 persons discharged from prisons, 36,518, or 51.4 per 
cent, were paroled and 25,650, or 36.1 per cent, discharged at the expira­ 
tion of sentence. 
The remainder escaped, were pardoned or received 
commutation of sentence. 
The number of persons sent to prison may or may not be an ac­ 
curate reflection of a decrease in crime. 
T hat it does m ark a drop, 
though, is not an unreasonable conclusion, however surprising this may 
seem in view of the large number of lawless acts reported daily by news­ 
papers. The sensational nature of many of the crimes ccmiing to pub­ 
lic attention may be respionslble for creating a false impression as to 
the number. 
Notwithstanding the apparent decrease, the distressing fact re­ 
mains th at there is entirely too much crime in the United States. 
The i 
seeming improvement in conditions should not cause any relaxation of 
effort on the part of federal and state authorities in curbing lawless­ 
ness.

THE MOST HEALTHFUL SEASON 
The Census Bureau has completed a study of death rate.s from 
1899 to 1931 which show's that autum n is the most healthful .season and 
September the best month. Fewer deaths occur in May and in the sum ­ 
mer and autum n months, aiid more persons die in March and April than 
In any other month. 
In the ten years ending with 1931 September had 
the lowest death rate. 'The rate varies from 30 to 30 per cent from the 
most healthful to the least healthful months. 
The rate varies more widely in the citie.s than in rural sections. 
The increase in mortality in February, 1930, was more severe In the 
cities, and the improvement in the more healthful months of August 
and September was more pronounced in the cities. 
The rate in the 
cities varies from season to season about a third more than in the rural 
districts. 
All the trends in the rate are the reverse of the situation in the 
earlier histca^^ of the country. Statistics .show that August and Septem­ 
ber were then the lea.st healthful months, quite in contrast with the 
record now. 
Another marked change in early figures from more re­ 
cent figures is the change from good to bad months which in early times 
was about twice that for the present.

SULPHUR DUST REDUCES 
BROWN ROT ON PE.VCHES 
Stop peach brown rot with dust. 
Pennsylvania peach growers during 
the past years have suffered heavy 
losses of peaches from brown rot 
between picking time and m arket­ 
ing. 
Recent demonstrations have 
shown th at the application of dust 
to peaches just before picking re­ 
duced brown rot development in 
I storage by nearly 50 per cent. 
! 
Either a 90-10 sulphur-lime or a 
pure sulphur dust applied from sev­ 
en days before picking until just be­ 
fore the peaches are removed from 
1 the trees will materially reduce loss­ 
es. 
i 
Favorable weather for the disease 
! occurring in August has caused dc- 
i velopment of more brow n rot than 
i usual. Where brown rot is showing, 
; the application of most spray m a­ 
terials will cause objectionable spot­ 
ting of the fruit, while dust will pre­ 
vent late infections without dam ag­ 
ing the peaches. 


SPRAY RASPBERRIES TO 
COMBAT ANTHRACNOSE 
Anthracnose on raspberries was 
more destructive this season than it 
has been for several years, many of 
whe best patches being ruined by this 
disease. 
This condition is due to the fact 
that raspberry growers are neglect­ 
ing to spray their patches, thereby 
giving the fungus an opportunity to 
build up. and also to the moist 
weather conditions last spring which i 
were favorable to infection. From 
one-third to one-half of the damage 
In raspberry patches attributed to 
drv weather was caused by anthrac­ 
nose. 
In its severe iorni this disease will 
ittack and destroy a large number 
of the berries, while a heavy infec­ 
tion on the «ítems breaks the pro­ 
tective bark, thus necessitating more 
moisture. Healthy plants do not re­ 
quire so much moisture for develop­ 
ment as diseased plants. 
At least three sprays oí liquid 
lime-sulphur Giiould be applied next 
year to control the disease. 
In fact, 
an application of summer strength 
lime-sulphur applied this fall will 
materially reduces the disease. 


PICK APPLES FROM TREES 
FOR EXHIBIT 
While the apples are still on the 
trees Is the time to select fruit for 
exhibition at talrs and farm pro­ 
ducts shows. This Is the best method 
of Insuring the careful handling 
which Is so efi.seiitial in the face ol 
keen competition. 
From the time ot picking, until 
the fruit is finally arranged in the 
exhibit, it should be handled like 
eggs. Wrap each apple in paper 
and pack tigntiy enough to prevent 
moving about and bruising in hand­ 
ling

In selecting show fruit, be sure

The col­ 
or should be bright and lively, and 
as nearly as possible identical for all 
specimens. With red varieties, the 
more color the better. With uncol­ 
ored sorts, such as Rhode Island 
Greening, Grimes, or Golden De­ 
licious. a slight blu.sh generally is 
not considered for or against an ex­ 
hibit, provided all specimens are 
similarly colored 
Apples of good average size for the 
variety are better than the very 
large or small fruits. The best shape 
Is that which if most typical. 
The recipe for a winning exhibit 
thus tails for freedom from blem­ 
ishes, good color, desirable size, typ­ 
ical shape, proper maturity, and un­ 
iformity in all points except, of 
course, the blemishes.

erica's cmnmcrcial pilots are being 
wrecked phsrsically and nervously by 
the present practice of forcing them 
to fly up to 110 hours per month, it 
was charged Thursday at the public 
hearlnv on a code for the air trans­ 
port industry. 
The charge was made by Dr. Ralph 
Qreen, medical examiner 
of 
the 
aeronautical bureau of the com­ 
merce department and former pres­ 
ident of the Aero Medical Associa­ 
tion of the United States. 
Green said that the flight sur­ 
geons bf the United States had be­ 
gun to notice in the last year or so 
“the devastating effects” of long 
flying hours In high speed commer­ 
cial planes. 
He said most of the 


veteran pilots in commercial em­ 
ployment very soon faced the pros­ 
pect of being designated unfit for 
further duty because of the dam­ 
age being done their constitutions. 
Nervous Indigestion 
Oreen said the pilots of new high 
speed planes very shortly became 
victims of chronic ner/ous indiges­ 
tion ond that this condition led to 
nervous disorders that resulted in 
permanent Impairment of coordin­ 
ating faculties required in the high 
tension work of managing a plane. 
A revised code presented at the 
hearing would authorize employ­ 
ers to work pilots 140 hcairs per 
month. 
Under commerce depart­ 
ment regulations 110 il3^ing hours is 
set as the Mmit In any one month. 
Green said that under modern fly­ 
ing conditions with modem high 
speed planes no pilot could expect 
to retain physical fitness for more 
than five years.

*T feel my pulses stir and

emerging from her dark dream." 
'The NRA program had been dealt 
with cautiously by speakers at pre­ 
vious sessions of the bar association,

indicated 
skepticism as to the advisability of 
the Federal Government assuming 
such broad powers. 
Defends Administration 
Although Cummings did not dwell 
upon the NRA he went all the way 
in defending the national adminis­ 
tration’s "program of progress." He 
rebognized that the more "static” 
Members of the bar were apprehen- 
Wve regarding the trend of events 
At Washington and were supressing 
any public exprc-Bion of doubt. 
He made it plain there was no 
reason for alarm over the way the 
“new deal” is working out. 
On the topic of kidnaping and 
racketeering—which comes directly 
under his jurisdiction—Cummings 
touched lightly. He sidestepped any 
direct comment on the drastic sug- 
gesticm of Pat Malloy, assistant

I kindly to Malloy’s proposal, even 
though he indicated he was express­ 
ing the views of Attorney General 
Cummings.

Cummings, however, made it clear 
he believed crime should be treated 
as a national problem.

NUREMBERG, Germany, Sept. 1. 
—"We have hypnotized the masses 
into the fanatical belief they are the 
Savior of the Fatherland,” Adolf 
Hitler declared in a proclamation 
read to the caning formal session 
of the great Nazi party congress to- 


c y. 
In the proclamation, addressed to 
his party leaders fathered enmasse 
from all over the country. Chancel­ 
lor Hitler declared that the opposi­ 
tion’s "terror is not overcome by 
an appeal to the intelligence, but by 
the instinct of hearts.” 
No mention was made of foreign 
policy, which had been looked for 
as the chief topic of the proclama­ 
tion. Instead the paper dealt mostly 
with mass phychology and the work 
of the Nazi party at home. 
Hitler announced that the least 
resistance to the Nazi program or 
any destructive criticism would im­ 
mediately be crushed. 
The party’s next task, he said, is 
to educate a new generation of lead­ 
ers for then ation. 
Despite his frank admission he 
had "hypnotized the masses,” Hitler 
d'^clared the Nazi prc^ram must 
necessarily be sound in principle. 
"Woe to us,” he declared, "if the 
opposition were to arise with better 
principles and logic. 
“Brutally applied power can do 
much, but in the long run we are 
safe only if we are unassailable in 
logic and idea.” 
Amid thunderous cheers, the greet­ 
ings of Premier Benito Mussolini of 
Italy were given to the congress by 
Professor Marpicati, member of the 
Italian Fascist grand council who, 
with Minister Bottal, also of the 
council, were among the foreign 
guests. 
Standing before the great audience 
attired in the black shirt of Italian 
Fascism. Prof. Marpicati declared: 
"II Duce hopes the congress will 
be another step toward spreading 
Fascist ideas throughout the world.”

I portation, according to R. W. Bol-

Motor club, which is affiliated with 
the American AutomoWle associa­ 
tion. 
Mr. Bolsinger declared that at the 
end of 1932 there were approximate­ 
ly 875.000 miles of surfaced roads, 
of which around 275^000 miles are 
on state highway systems and the 
' remainder local highways. 
“There are a total of 3.040.000 
miles of highways in the United 
States,” he continued, “of which 
360,000 miles are on state systems 
and 2,680,000 are county or local i 
roads. 
Included In the state sys-1 
tems, of course, is the federal aid 
system covering some 200,000 miles 
of important interstate highways. 
“The $400,000,000 fund now avail- «„««.„.и 
аЫе to the states under the nation- * 
- refueling operations, 
al industrial recovery act will have 
the effect of stimulating road build­ 
ing. Every state will share in this 
fund and as there is no requirement 
that it be matched, the states can 
begin to use the money as soon as 
their programs have been approved. 
In fact, no less than 20 states have 
already obtained tentative approval 
for their programs and are getting 
work under way. 
“Aside from the new mileage to 
be improved and the resurfacing of 
mileage previously Improved, the 
federal funds will enable the states 
to eliminate a large variety of traf­ 
fic hazards. This work will Include 
the building of by-pass highways 
around cities, the elimination of i 
grade crossings, and the removal of i 
‘bottle-necks’ as a means of facili­ 
tating traffic with a greater degree 
of safety.”
